Felker Community No 1

Sets A Record
For Field

With the Felker Community No. 1
drilling at a depth of 4875 feet
the Standard Oil company has
taken the lead in deep drilling ir
the Torragce field. The Felker wel!
is about 400 yards west of .the
western limits of Torrance and the
same distance north of the Tor
rance-Redondo boulevard.

The Standard’s field men are not
speculating in advance on the possi-
bilities of picking up a deeper
sand, but declare that the eompany
is going to give the west section
of the field a thorough test.

The Shell Oil company, the pio-
neers in deep .drilfing in Southern
California fields, started pioneering
in this field with Redondo No. 1
on its lease midway between Tor-
rance and Redondo, but has fallen
behind the Standard in the raec
for the lower sands. While on
various occasions it has been given
out that the Shell’'s Redondo No. 1
was below 4800 feet, it was learned
yesterday that the well was only
4790 feet. =

The Standard. is drilling with ro-
tary tools and the Shell with a
standard rig, which accounts for
the greater speed being made by
the Standard Oil crew. The Stand-
ard holds the record for the world's
deepest well with rotary i
